Land mobile service includes 


fire and police departments, the

Less apparent is the nee4 to 


equip city garbage trucks with 
two-way radios and radio-dis- 
patched portable pizza and en- 
chilada parlors. But they are 
there 
nonetheless. Even the 


Archdiocese of New York has a 
radio setup. 


A segment of the FCC says 


that the only available space for 
these services is now currently 
occupied by the government and 
c o m m e r c i a l UHF televl« 
sion channels 14 through 83. 


There apparently is l i t t l e 


chance the FCC will be able to 
free the government-held fre- 
quencies. The Defense Depart- 
ment has most of them and con- 
tends they are needed for mili- 
tary matters. 


That leaves only the UHF 


channels and, even though they 
are sparsely populated with tel- 
evision stations, any decision to 
allocate them—even if it's only 
two or three channels— for the 
two-way radio users would be 
painful to the FCC. The com- 
mission 
for years has been 


trying with some success to de- 
velop them for commercial and 
educational use.

mobile radio service has grown 
from practically 
nothing until 


today there are more than 230,- 
000 authorizations for such sys- 
tems In the United States of 
these, 155,000 are for business.

Q—I have a small goiter. It 


does not trouble me. What 
medicine should I take for it?

Sweaters and skirts arc 


winter favorites and a stole 
to match the skirt adds a 
smart touch. 


This skirt and stole can be 


made from 2'/t yards of 42- 
to 52-inch fabric. Wool jersey 
.and lightweight tweed challis, 
are g o o d fabrics to use. 
Stripes and checks are high- 
ly favored and either makes 
up ideally in this combina- 
tion. 


Buy a length of colorful 


fabric, cut a 16-inch strip the 
full length of one side for 
the stole. Lay this aside. 


From the larger p i e c e , 


measure the length of your 
skirt plus 6 inches for hem 
and finishing. Cut two pieces, 
each this length. The small 
piece left over can be used 
for a pill box hat, pockets on 
your skirt or a cummerbund. 


Cut a 24-inch strip from 


one side of one skirt length 
for a waistband. 


Stitch the two skirt lengths 


together. Leave a 7-inch open- 
ing for a zipper on the left 
side. Insert the zipper. Top 
of zipper should be %-inch 
from top of skirt. 


Lay pleats in top of the 


skirt, taking up as much full- 
ness as necessary to have the 
top of the skirt measure just 
2 inches more than your 
waist. Divide the skirt into 
eighths with pins, then the 
pleats will easily be even. 


Baste the skirt to the waist- 


band. Try it on. Turn the hem 
to a becoming length. Slip- 
stitch hem to place. Turn 
waistband to w r o n g side, 
whip it to place. 


Sew a large hook and eye 


on the waistband closing. 


If pockets are used, slip- 


stitch the hems. Turn under 
the raw edges. Position the 
pockets becomingly when you 
fit the skirt. Then stitch or 
slip-stitch pockets to place. 


If you are using a bulky 


fabric, see our diagram A 
which will show you how to 
have 
less 
fullness 
in 
the 


waistline. This tapers the side 
seam and lessens the fullness. 
See B for the waistband. 


To finish the corners of the 


stole, turn and crease a hem- 
line and trim the corners C. 
Turn and stitch the raw edges 
of the stole. Then catch to po- 
sition as in D. Use stitches 
that will not show on the 
right side.
